By theſe Inſtances (to which ma- 
ny- more might be added) your La-

St. Paul alſo 
planted ſome Churches in the Eaſt- 
ern Parts of the World, before the 
Goſpel was preached in the City of 
Rome. As ſoon as he was convert» 
ed, which was in the Reign of Ti- 
leruu, and in the nineteenth Year 
thereof, as Euſebius tells us in his 
Chronicle, he went into Arabia, 
and preached the Goſpel there; and 
this, as the Learned have obſerved, 
was the firſt Plantation among the 
Gentiles made by St. Paul, Galatians 
1. 17. Afterwards (as he himſelf 
tells us) he preached the Goſpel 
from Jeruſalem rowid about unto II- 
lyricum, Rom. 1 5. 19, and that fo, 
1 N 
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as that he ſtrove to preach it where 
Chriſt was not yet named, nor the 8 
Foundations of Chriſtianity already 
laid by others, ver. 20, 21. And 
indeed St. Paul planted more 
Churches in the Eaſtern and Weſt- 
ern Parts of the World, than St. 
Peter, or any other of the Apoſtles 
befiaes, yea, it ſeems more than all 
the reft of the Apoſtles together ; for 
he laboured more abundantly than 
them all, 1 Cor. 15. 10. Hence * St. 
Clement, Biſhop of Rome in the A- 
poſtolick Age, ſpeaking of the La- 
bours of St. Peter and St. "Paul, 
briefly touches on the former, but 
dwells in the Praiſes of the latter,

them. But this Suggeſtion is ſo 
manifeſt a Falſhood, that I wonder 
much to find it with ſo great a 
Confidence delivered in the Writ- 
ings of divers learned Men. The 
Sum of what the Nicene Fathers 
have added by Way of Explication 
to the Rule of Faith, is this: That 
the Son of God h no Creature, but 
very God, ſubſiſting in the very Sub- 
fiance, Eſſence, and Nature of his 
Father.
